It will be seen by this account that the total Income of the year is £424,439. 7^. Id., 
and the total charge £373,551. 75. The difference is £50,888. 05. Id., which being 
added to the Surplus Fund of last year augments it to £678,964. ] 2s. Id. The 
amount thus laid by in the three years since the last valuation, is £201,571. 17s. 9d. 

The sum received on account of new assurances — £31,157. 19^. 4d. — is unusually 
large ; but, as will be seen, a considerable portion of it has been devoted to 
reassurance. 

An extraneous Profit was made last year of more than £17,500, and upwards of 
£15,700 has been similarly realized this year. 

The Claims on decease of lives assured have been heavier than usual. There is, 
however, no reason to doubt but that the proper average for the quinquenmal period 
will obtain. The average for the three years is £240,480. 

The Expenses last year were less than those of the previous one. This year they 
are again reduced, being nearly £500 less than they were in the last year's account.
